20 kids, 6 adults massacred 
in US school 


NEWTOWN (AFP) - Twenty 
small children and six teachers 
were massacred yesterday 
when a young gunman walked 
into a quiet surburban 
Connnecticut school armed 
with sophisticated handguns. 

Connecticut State Police 
spokesman Lieutenant Paul 
Vance said 18 children were 
killed inside Sandy Hook Ele¬ 
mentary School and that two 
more died of their wounds in 
hospital. 

Six adults at the school 
were killed, including its prin¬ 
cipal, before the killer was shot 
— either by his own hand or 
police. 


There were very few non- 
fatal injuries reported, indica¬ 
ting that once targeted, there 
was rarely any chance of es¬ 
cape, and that the gunman was 
unusually accurate in his fire. 

Vance said the majority of 
killings, "took place in one 
section of the school, in two 
rooms." He was reported to be 
carrying at least two handguns. 

Local media reported that 
the shooter began in the 
kindergarten section where he 
killed his teacher mother and 
her class, then moved on. The 
child victims were reported to 
be aged between five and ten. 

Initial media reports quoted 


police sources identifying the 
shooter as 24-year-old Ryan 
Lanza. However, after initial 
confusion, police now believed 
the killer was Lanza’s brother 
Adam, 20, other reports said. 

The surviving brother was 
in custody and being ques¬ 
tioned, according to US televi¬ 
sion reports. 

In addition to the bloodbath 
at the school another body was 
found at a residence in New¬ 
town, bringing the total body- 
count so far to 28.

Dutch give up hope of saving stranded whaie 


Dutch animal rescuers have 
given up hope of saving a 
stranded 12-metre (32-foot) 
humpback whale on a northern 
Frisian island after a final at¬ 
tempt to pull it to sea failed, a 
rescue spokeswoman said Fri¬ 
day. 

The drama, which has 
gripped animal-loving Nether¬ 
lands started after the hump¬ 
back, now dubbed "Johannes" 
was found washed up on a 
sand bank on Wednesday near 


the island of Texel. 

Initially the whale freed it¬ 
self at high tide, but seemed 
disorientated and stranded 
once again shortly afterwards, 
Ecomare said. 

Rescue workers tried se¬ 
veral times to pull the animal 
to deeper water without suc¬ 
cess — with the last attempt on 
Thursday evening ending in 
failure after a net around the 
aquatic mammal broke and a 
rescue helicopter experienced 


technical problems. 

"The whale is also stranded 
in a dangerous area called the 
"Razende Bol" (Raging Ball), 
with strong tides and high 
winds," De Waal said, which 
hampered the now cancelled 
rescue attempt. 

"The mayor of Texel has or¬ 
dered that the area be cordoned 
off and the animal allowed to 
die in peace," she said, adding 
it was impossible to tell how 
long that would take. 
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US lawyers 
say no proof 
of politics in 
Tymoshenko 
trial 

KIEV, The Ukraine (AFP) - An 
independent report by US 
lawyers into the trial of 
Ukraine’s former prime minis¬ 
ter Yulia Tymoshenko pub¬ 
lished by the justice ministry 
yesterday found that the pro¬ 
cess while somewhat flawed 
was not politically motivated. 

"This report, published 
today on the Ministry’s website 
without amendment, concludes 
as groundless Yulia Tymo- 
shenko’s claims that her prose¬ 
cution was politically moti¬ 
vated," the justice ministry said. 

The international firm of 
Skadden Arps Slate Meagher 
& Flom LLP said "based on 
our review of the record, we do 
not believe that Tymoshenko 
has provided specific evidence 
of political motivation that 
would be sufficient to overturn 
her conviction under American 
standards." 

The report added: "The trial 
court based its finding of Ty- 
moshenko’s guilt on factual de¬ 
terminations that had eviden¬ 
tiary support in the trial record." 

A leader of Ukraine’s 2004 
Orange revolution, the 52-year- 
old politician is serving a 
seven-year sentence for abuse 
of power while in office in a 
gas deal with Russia. She has 
suffered from numerous health 
issues while incarcerated. 

Her conviction in October 
caused a deterioration of 
Ukraine’s ties with the West 
which has criticised the prose¬ 
cution. Her rival President Vik¬ 
tor Yanukovych has been 
accused of persecuting political 
opponents. 

On the other hand the 
American lawyers noted se¬ 
veral deficiencies in the trial 
such as the court’s decisions not 
to permit her "to call certain 
witnesses and to allow impor¬ 
tant witnesses to testify."

SAN ANTONIO, Texas - 
Valero is now in the process 
of negotiating with potential 
third-party customers for 
leasing out storage capacity 
at its 13-million-bbl capacity 
Aruba oil products and crude 
terminal. Bill Day, a com¬ 
pany spokesman told OPIS 
on Thursday. 

"No third-party agree¬ 
ments have been signed yet, 
but several are in the negoti¬ 
ation process, and we expect 
to have them completed 
soon," he said. 

"There has been good in¬ 


terest in the site, and our peo¬ 
ple are responding," he 
added. Earlier this year, 
Valero decided to shut its 
235,000-b/d Aruba refinery 
due to poor refining econo¬ 
mics and heavy losses, fol¬ 
lowing the refinery shut¬ 
down, Valero planned to con¬ 
vert the refinery site to a 
world-scale crude and refined 
products terminal. 

That Aruba refinery could 
produce only vacuum gasoil, 
high-sulfur diesel and jet 
fuel, but no gasoline. Diesel 
and jet fuel could be exported 


to Europe or South America, 
and VGO could be delivered 
to the U.S. Gulf Coast. 

Industry sources said that 
the Aruba terminal would ap¬ 
peal to arbitrage players and 
trading companies who need 
clean and dirty storage capac¬ 
ities for break-bulk and build- 
bulk purposes, similar to 
other major terminals in the 
Caribbean. 

The Aruba terminal has 
around 6 million bbl of crude 
oil storage capacity and more 
than 7 million bbl of refined 
products storage capacity. 


It has two large deepwater 
reef berths that can accom¬ 
modate VLCCs for petro¬ 
leum offloading, and four 
product loading docks as well 
as a dry cargo dock. 

In September, Valero said 
that it will continue to supply 
jet fuel, gasoline, diesel and 
fuel oil to the island, as well 
as engage in third-party ter¬ 
minal services. 

In this terminal operations 
mode, Valero will continue to 
be a significant employer in 
Aruba, and Valero will con¬ 
tinue to invest in Aruba with 


facility improvements and 
dock and tankage upgrades. 

On Sept. 3, Valero notified 
employees of Aruba refinery 
that Valero had decided to 
further reduce operations and 
reorganize the site as a re¬ 
fined products terminal. 

Terminalling activities 
will require a considerably 
smaller workforce. The reor¬ 
ganization and reduction in 
workforce at Aruba is ex¬ 
pected to be completed be¬ 
fore the end of 2012.

Russia says 'has not, will 
not* change Syria stance 


A tearful President Barack 
Obama went on national te¬ 
levision to express his "over¬ 
whelming grief" He ordered 
flags to be lowered at half mast. 

"The majority of those who 
died today were children, beau¬ 
tiful little kids between the ages 
of five and ten years old," 
Obama said. "They had their 
entire lives ahead of them, 
birthdays, graduations, wed¬ 
dings, kids of their own." 

"Among the fallen, were 
also teachers, men and women 
who devoted their lives to help¬ 
ing our children fulfill their 
dreams," Obama said. 

"Our hearts are broken 
today, for the parents and 
grandparents, sisters and broth¬ 
ers of these little children and 
for the families of those who 
are lost. As a country we have 
been through this too many 
times," Obama said, mention¬ 
ing earlier shooting massacres, 
in Colorado, Oregon and Wis¬ 
consin. 

Witnesses described a terri¬ 
fying bloodbath in the small 
town school, shortly after 
classes had got underway. 
Other witnesses described an 
intense fusillade, with perhaps 
100 rounds fired, and seeing a 
corridor splattered with blood. 

A survivor of a 2007 shoot¬ 
ing voiced horror yesterday 


after an elementary school mas¬ 
sacre in Connecticut, urging 
policymakers to take action to 
stop such violence from being 
"normal" in the United States. 

Colin Goddard, who be¬ 
came an advocate for gun con¬ 
trol after the 2007 shooting at 
the Virginia Tech campus, said 
"I sunk in my chair" after see¬ 
ing news of the bloodshed in 
Newtown, Connecticut. 

"You really can't do justice 
to what these kids and what 
these teachers have just experi¬ 
enced — the violence, the inten¬ 
sity, the sadness," Goddard told 
MSNBC television. 

"This is not something that 
should be normal in our coun¬ 
try. This is not something that 
other countries experience like 
we do," he said. 

Goddard is part of the Brady 
Campaign to Prevent Gun Vio¬ 
lence, which has tried with little 
success to encourage gun con¬ 
trol in a nation where firearms 
are readily available and pas¬ 
sionately supported by many 
conservatives. 

However, despite the 
tragedies, support for tougher 
gun ownership laws is mixed, 
with many Americans opposing 
restrictions on what they con¬ 
sider to be a constitutional right 
to keep powerful firearms at 
home. 


I'll answer 
crime 

questions in 
neutral 
country - 
McAfee 

MIAMI (AFP) - Anti-virus 
software pioneer John 
McAfee said in a TV inter¬ 
view Friday that he was will¬ 
ing to answer questions about 
the murder of his neighbor in 
Belize in a neutral country. 

McAfee, who insists tie is 
innocent, also admitted that 
he was worth "less than" $5 
million — a day after saying 
he was broke — though it was 
unclear how he would access 
that money. 

"I've said in any neutral 
country I will meet and an¬ 
swer any questions you 
want," McAfee told the 
CNBC business TV network. 

"I'm certainly not going to 
turn myself into the authori¬ 
ties who have been trying to 
lay their hands on me for 
months now. I will not go 
back to Belize," he said. 

Authorities in Belize want 
to question McAfee about the 
death of Gregory Faull, a 52- 
year-old Florida expatriate 
who was found by his house¬ 
keeper with a 9-mm bullet in 
his head, lying in a pool of his 
own blood. 

McAfee fled Belize to 
Guatemala with his 20 year- 
old girlfriend, but was then 
deported to the United States. 
He says he went on the run 
because he feared for his life, 
claiming corruption among 
Belizean police and politi¬ 
cians. 

Belize has an extradition 
treaty with the United States, 
so if murder charges are filed 
he could be sent back to the 
Central American nation. 

McAfee, who is staying in 
a popular Miami Beach hotel, 
has become a local attraction. 
A cloud of reporters and TV 
news crews follow his every 
step. 


MOSCOW (AFP) - Russia 
said on Friday that it had not 
changed and would not 
change its controversial 
stance on Syria, after a top 
Russian diplomat said the de¬ 
feat of the Syrian regime was 
possible. 

In a bid to play down 
claims of a sudden about-turn 
in Russian policy, the foreign 
ministry irritably insisted the 
diplomat had made no special 
commentary for the media. 

"We have never changed 
our position (on Syria) and 
we never will," foreign min¬ 
istry spokesman Alexander 
Lukashevich said. 

Deputy Foreign Minister 
Bogdanov said at a meeting

Yoko Ono picks up human rights 
prize in Berlin 



Panetta orders 
deployment of 
Patriots, troops to 
Turkey 


BERLIN (AFP) - Yoko Ono on 
Friday accepted a German 
human rights prize for peace 
activism with her late husband, 
Beatle John Lennon, as well as 
her more recent work champi¬ 
oning equality for women and 
gays. 

Ono, who will turn 80 in 
February, picked up the Rainer 
Hildebrandt Medal at Berlin’s 
Checkpoint Charlie Museum 
next to the former Cold War 
border crossing. 

Wearing a black top hat and 
trouser suit, she gave a two- 
fmgered peace sign as she 
thanked the jury. 


Hildebrandt, who died in 
2004, founded the museum to 
document daring attempts by 
East Germans living under 
communism to escape over the 
Berlin Wall and in protest 
against the regime’s shoot-to- 
kill policies. 

His widow Alexandra 
handed Ono the prize, which 
was selected by a jury she said 
included German President 
Joachim Gauck, former US 
secretary of state Henry 
Kissinger and former German 
foreign minister Hans-Dietrich 
Genscher. 

’’Since the early days of her 
career, and in addition to her 


music and conceptual art, Yoko 
Ono has always drawn atten¬ 
tion for her political statements 
and her fight for peace and 
human rights,” the jury said. 

Previous winners include 
jailed Kremlin critic Mikhail 
Khodorkovsky and assassi¬ 
nated Israeli prime minister 
Yitzhak Rabin. 

The Tokyo-born artist — 
raised in both Japan and the 
United States in a well-off 
family of bankers — became a 
global icon when she married 
the rocker from Liverpool. 

Since her Montreal honey¬ 
moon with Lennon, during 
which the couple called for 
peace from their marital bed, 
Ono has used her celebrity to 
raise awareness for causes. 

In 2002, she launched the 
’’LennonOno” grant for peace 
in Iceland, given every two 
years. 

In honour of Ono’s 80th 
birthday, the Schim Kunsthalle 
in the western German city of 
Frankfurt will present a retro¬ 
spective of her work from Feb¬ 
ruary. 


INCIRLIK (AFP) - The United 
States said Friday it will deploy 
two Patriot missile batteries to 
Turkey along with 400 troops to 
help defend its ally against po¬ 
tential threats from neighbouring 
Syria. 

The move was part of a wider 
NATO effort to bolster Turkey’s 
air defences amid growing ten¬ 
sion on the Turkish-Syrian bor¬ 
der, with Ankara siding with 
opposition forces battling Presi¬ 
dent Bashar al-Assad’s regime. 

US Defense Secretary Leon 
Panetta issued the order before 
landing at the Incirlik airbase in 
Turkey, his spokesman said. 

At the Incirlik base, only 
about 100 kilometres (60 miles) 
from the Syrian border, Panetta 
called Turkey a key ally and said 
the deployment of Patriot batter¬ 
ies would ensure Ankara will 
’’have the missile defence the 
may need.” 

Germany and The Nether¬ 
lands also have agreed to pro¬ 
vide advanced ”hit-to-kiH” 


Patriot weapons, which are de¬ 
signed to knock out cruise and 
ballistic missiles as well as air¬ 
craft. 

The move coincides with ris¬ 
ing fears the Syrian regime may 
resort to using chemical 
weapons against rebel forces and 
after Assad’s army unleashed 
Scud missiles in recent days. 

Panetta renewed a US warn¬ 
ing that the Assad regime must 
not use its chemical weapons 
against opposition forces, saying 
the United States was prepared to 
take military action if necessary. 

But he acknowledged that any 
attempt to secure or destroy 
Syria’s chemical weapons would 
be fraught with danger. 

The Pentagon chief said his 
biggest concern was that the 
Assad regime might resort to 
chemical weapons in desperation. 

Turkey has vowed to defend 
its territory after cross-border ar¬ 
tillery fire wounded civilians and 
following the downing of one of 
its fighter jets.

Obesity is a Bigger 
Problem Globally than 
Hunger: Report 


— The number of obese people 
is rapidly increasing and more 
and more research work is 
done to find a solution for the 
epidemic that entails many 
health problems along with it. 
Obesity is a problem not only 
in adults but in children as 
well. From junk food to video 
games, many factors have 
been blamed on the additional 
pounds that people are increas¬ 
ingly adding to their frames. 

According to a new report, 
obesity has now become a big¬ 
ger health crisis globally than 
hunger. It is also the leading 
cause of disabilities around the 
world, the report says. 

According to the global re¬ 
port, all the countries in the 
world, except the countries of 
sub-Saharan Africa, face an 
alarming obesity rate — an in¬ 
crease of 82 percent globally 
in the last 20 years. 

Middle Eastern countries 
have revealed a 100 percent 
increase in obesity since 1990. 

Apparently, the health issues 
caused by obesity are now 
higher than the health issues 
caused by hunger around the 
world, according to the report. 

Also, for the first time, non- 
communicable diseases like 
diabetes, stroke and heart dis¬ 


eases have topped the list of 
leading causes of years spent 
by patients being sick or in¬ 
jured. 

The life expectation of peo¬ 
ple has increased around the 
world, with men living 10.7 
years longer and women living 
12.6 more years longer when 
compared to 1990. However, 
the quality of life lived is not 
good, with people, on an aver¬ 
age, spending the last 14 years 
of their lives in pain or illness. 
This is obviously the result of 
advancement of medical sci¬ 
ence. 

In Western countries, while 
deaths from heart diseases 
have gone down by 70 percent, 
the diagnosis of the same is in¬ 
creasing at an alarming rate. 

Non-communicable dis¬ 
eases are a global challenge of 
’’epidemic proportions,” Dr. 
Margaret Chan, director-gen¬ 
eral of the World Health Or¬ 
ganization said, according to 
the report. 

The report further said that 
preventing the diseases rather 
than treating them could prove 
beneficial to the economy as 
well. 

The report was published 
Thursday in British medical 
journal The Lancet. 


Low Fat Christmas Turkey 



Preparation: 

Preheat oven to 425 degrees - Remove giblets and neck 
from inside the turkey and reserve to make stock if you 
wish. - Rinse turkey inside and out with cold water. Pat 
dry with kitchen paper. -Place onion, half a lemon and 4 
sprigs of {fresh rosemary, thyme and sage) herb inside 
the bird's cavity - Secure legs with kitchen string.

US governor insists he's 
not too fat to be president 


Mandeia 
'comfortable' 
after week in 
hospitai 

PRETORIA (AFP) - Nelson 
Mandela spent a seventh 
day in hospital Friday, 
where he was said to be 
comfortable while receiv¬ 
ing more treatment for a 
lung infection. 

Officials said the ageing 
statesman's doctors con¬ 
tinued to see progress in 
his condition. 

Presidential spokesman 
andformer Mandela prison 
mate Mac Maharaj dis¬ 
missed rumours that the 
94-year-old could be 
promptly discharged. 

The comments came 
amid confusion over 
where the anti-apartheid 
icon was being treated. 

The apparent change of 
treatment venue 

prompted allegations that 
the government misled 
the public about Man¬ 
dela's health and where¬ 
abouts. 

The former president 
who led South Africa to 
democracy in 1994 has a 
long history of lung prob¬ 
lems dating back decades 
when he contracted tuber¬ 
culosis while in prison. 

He was previously hos¬ 
pitalised for an acute res¬ 
piratory infection in 
January 2011, when he 
was kept for two nights. 


NEW YORK(AFP) - The gov¬ 
ernor of the US state of New 
Jersey, leading Republican 
politician Chris Christie, says 
it’s ’’ridiculous” to think that 
his being fat would make him 
a poor president. 

Christie is increasingly 
talked about as a possible can¬ 
didate to replace President 
Barack Obama, a Democrat 
whose final term expires in 
2016. 

In an interview with ABC 
television this week, Christie 
did not say he would run, but 
continued to stir expectations. 

The former prosecutor rose 
to national prominence during 
last month’s Hurricane Sandy, 
which struck New Jersey hard. 

Christie, in his trademark 
blue fleece, was a constant 
presence on television and 
caused upset in his own party’s 
ranks when he effusively 


praised Obama’s handling of 
the disaster response just be¬ 
fore his reelection. 

Christie’s weight and possi¬ 
ble related health issues, how¬ 
ever, would likely be an 
immediate issue if he sought 
the White House in four years. 

ABC’s Barbara Walters 
asked if this meant he couldn’t 
be president. 

Christie replied: ’’That’s 
ridiculous. I mean, that’s 
ridiculous. People watched me 
for the last number of weeks in 
Hurricane Sandy doing 18- 
hour days, so I don’t really 
think that would be a problem.” 

He said he had tried to slim 
down. ”If I could figure that 
out I would fix it,” he told Wal¬ 
ters. ’’I’ve had more diets and 
lost and gained back more 
weight in my life than I could 
count.”

NASA releases Mayan 
calendar ’told ya so' 
video 10 days early

days early. The Mayan 
calendar’s 5,125-year 

run is due to end in 10 
days, but the film - enti¬ 
tled The World Didn’t 
End Yesterday - argues 
that the calendar should 
be interpreted as cyclical 
NASA scientists 
gathered for a Google Hang¬ 
out to debunk the multiple 
end-of-world theories alleged 
to transpire later this month. 
NASA even put together a 
YouTube video titled ’’Why 
the World Didn’t End Yester¬ 
day” clearly meant to be re¬ 
leased on December 22, after 
the winter solstice doomsday 
the day before. 

The video details how the 


Mayan calendar doesn’t pre¬ 
dict the end of the world be¬ 
fore we get to see another 
episode of ’’Game of 
Thrones.”

N. Korea 
leader urges 
more satellite 
launches 

SEOUL (AFP) - North 
Korea's leader has or¬ 
dered more satellite 
launches, state media 
said Friday, two days after 
Pyongyang's long-range 
rocket launch triggered 
global outrage and UN 
condemnation. 

Kim Jong-Un, who over¬ 
saw Wednesday's launch, 
stressed the need "to 
launch satellites in the fu¬ 
ture... to develop the 
country's science, tech¬ 
nology and economy", ac¬ 
cording to the official 
Korean Central News 
Agency (KCNA). 

North Korea says it 
placed a satellite in orbit 
for peaceful research, but 
critics say the launch 
amounted to a banned 
ballistic missile test that 
marked a major advance 
for the communist state's 
nuclear weapons pro¬ 
gramme. 

The United States 
warned North Korea 
against any further 
launches. 

The rocket launch has 
been seen as a timely 
boost for Kim, laying to 
rest the humiliation of a 
much-hyped but failed 
launch of North Korea's 
Unha-3 rocket in April, 
when the carrier exploded 
shortly after take-off. 

Outrage over the recent 
launch was mixed with 
concern that North Korea 
may follow past practice 
in following up a missile 
or rocket launch with a 
nuclear test. 

The North's first nuclear 
test in 2006 came three 
months after it tested a 
long-range missile. On 
that occasion, Pyongyang 
announced the test six 
days before it exploded 
the device. 


Many Americans see hint 
of Apocalypse in extreme 
weather 



WASHINGTON (AFP) - A 
third of Americans believe the 
intensity of recent natural dis¬ 
asters is linked to the Apoca¬ 
lypse described in the New 
Testament, according to a poll 
released this week. 

Many more blame global 
warming, the survey added. 

Seeking to explain floods 
and heat or cold waves, 36 
percent of those surveyed, and 
66 percent of Evangelical 
Christians, evoke the end of 
the world, said the poll by the 
Public Religion Research In¬ 
stitute/Religion News Service. 


But 63 percent of those 
polled blame climate change, 
and 67 percent say the US 
government should do more to 
address this problem. 

Some 15 percent of those 
polled believe the world will 
end during their lifetime, and 
two percent say it will happen 
on December 21 of this year as 
some believe was predicted by 
the Mayan calendar. 

A total of 1,018 adults took 
part in the poll, which was car¬ 
ried out between December 5 
and 9 and had a margin of 
error of 3.2 percentage points.

ORANJESTAD, The Centrale 
Bank van Aruba (CBA) con¬ 
cludes in its Monthly Bulletin 
of September 2012 that broad 
money grew by Afl. 127.4 mil¬ 
lion to Afl. 3,264.3 million, re¬ 
sulting from an Afl. 401.2 
million rise in net foreign as¬ 
sets (excluding revaluation dif¬ 
ferences of gold and foreign 
exchange holdings) to Afl. 
1,443.1 million, which was 
largely offset by an Afl. 273.9 
million drop in net domestic 
assets. The growth in net for¬ 
eign assets was caused mainly 
by a net inflow of foreign ex¬ 
change related to the issuance 
of bonds of Afl. 452.9 million 
(USD 253 million) by the gov¬ 
ernment on the international 
market, which was partially 
offset by a net outflow of for¬ 
eign exchange associated with 
net payments for the import of 
goods and services, and invest¬ 
ment income (interest and div¬ 
idend) settled through the 
banking system. 

The drop in the domestic 
component of the money sup¬ 
ply was associated with de¬ 
clines in domestic credit and 
non-credit related balance 
sheet items of, respectively, 
Afl. 248.8 million and Afl. 
25.0 million. Domestic credit 
decreased because the Afl. 
176.5 million net liability of 
the public sector to the bank¬ 
ing sector turned into an Afl. 
74.2 million net claim of the 
public sector on the banking 
sector, stemming from a surge 
in the government’s deposits 
of Afl. 259.4 million, reflect¬ 
ing the issuance of bonds by 
the government mentioned 
above. In contrast, claims of 
the banking sector on the pri¬ 
vate sector went up slightly by 
Afl. 1.8 million (+0.1 percent), 
following increases in con¬ 
sumer credit and housing 
mortgages of, respectively, 
Afl. 8.1 million and Afl. 2.5 
million, while commercial 
loans fell by Afl. 8.6 million. 

The consumer price index 
(CPI) for September 2012 reg¬ 


istered a 2.1 per¬ 
cent decrease, 
compared to the 
same month of 
2011. The main 
contributors to 
this drop were 
housing, cloth¬ 
ing & footwear, 
and household 
operation. Ex¬ 
cluding the ef¬ 
fect of food and 
energy (which 
partly affects the 
housing and 
transport compo¬ 
nents), the core 
CPI showed a 0.6 percent de¬ 
crease compared to September 

2011, brought about by de¬ 
clines in the index categories 
of clothing, household opera¬ 
tion, and recreation and cul¬ 
ture. The 12-month average 
inflation rate reached 2.9 per¬ 
cent in September 2012, down 
from 3.6 percent in August 

2012 . 

The number of stay-over 
visitors totaled 69,718 in Sep¬ 
tember 2012, which is 9.4 per¬ 
cent higher than in September 
2011. This growth was caused 
by increases in the number of 
visitors from North America, 
Latin America and Europe of, 
respectively, 10.2 percent 
(+3,351 visitors), 6.7 percent 
(+1,443 visitors), and 17.6 per¬ 
cent (1,157 visitors). The 
growth in the North American 
market resulted from hikes in 
arrivals from the United States 
and Canada of, respectively. 


7.8 percent (+2,458 visitors) 
and 61.3 percent (+893 visi¬ 
tors). The Latin American mar¬ 
ket continued to grow, 
attributed mostly to an in¬ 
crease in visitors from 
Venezuela of 7.1 percent 
(+1,086 visitors). The rise in 
the European market is associ¬ 
ated mainly with increases in 
visitors from the Netherlands 
and England of, respectively, 
467 and 318. The number of 
cruise visitors went up by 
1,829 or 39.3 percent to 6,481 
in the month of September 
2012 compared to the same 
month of the previous year. 
The number of ship calls de¬ 
clined slightly from 4 to 3 in 
September 2012 compared to 
September 2011. 

In September 2012, regis¬ 
tered tax revenue totaled Afl. 
77.4 million, an increase of 
Afl. 12.8 million or 19.8 per¬ 
cent, compared to the same 
month of the previous year. 
This growth was associated 
mostly with surges in revenue 
from profit, wage and land tax 
of, respectively, Afl. 4.4 mil¬ 
lion, Afl.

3.1 million. Foreign exchange 
tax and turnover tax (BBO) 
also noted increases of, respec¬ 
tively, Afl.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
Federal Reserve plans to sub¬ 
ject large foreign banks to the 
same rigorous standards ap¬ 
plied to US banks, including 
subjecting them to stress tests, 
according to draft rules un¬ 
veiled Friday. 

Foreign banks with global 
assets of more than $50 billion 
that are active inside the 
United States will be subject to 
credit-exposure limits under 
the regulations, with more le¬ 
nient rules for smaller foreign 
banks. 

The regulatory regime that 
was tightened for US banks in 
the wake of the financial crisis 
four years ago would be effec¬ 
tively extended to foreign 
banks doing business in the 
United States. 


The new rules, which if fi¬ 
nalized will come into effect 
on July 1, 2015, would apply 
to around 107 foreign banks, 
and another 26 or 27 foreign 
non-bank financial institutions. 

Meanwhile US stocks slid 
lower Friday amid worries 
about Washington’s budget im¬ 
passe, with a sharp drop in 
Apple weighing on the Nas¬ 
daq. 

The Dow Jones Industrial 
Average was down 34.25 
points (0.26 percent) at 
13,136.47 in closing trade. 

The broad-market S&P 500 
fell 5.71 points (0.40 percent) 
to 1,413.74, while the tech-rich 
Nasdaq Composite shed 20.83 
points (0.70 percent) to 
2,971.33. 

Investors continued to be 
concerned about sharp tax 
hikes and spending cuts set to 
take effect in January if Wash¬ 
ington fails to reach a deal to 
avert the so-called fiscal cliff, 
which economists say would 
drag the United States into re¬ 
cession.

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VP Maduro: Former bus driver 

who may steer Venezuela 
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US police foil plot to 
kill, castrate Justin 
Bieber 



CARACAS (AFP) - With an 
ailing Hugo Chavez recover¬ 
ing in Cuba, Venezuelan Vice 
President Nicolas Maduro, a 
former bus driver, may have to 
step out of the leftist leader’s 
shadow to steer his oil-rich na¬ 
tion down an untraveled road. 

A tall, broad-shouldered for¬ 
mer union leader with a thick 
mustache, Maduro is known as 
a moderate who listens — a 
stark contrast from his loqua¬ 
cious "comandante" Chavez. 

Now Maduro, 50, faces the 
possibility of succeeding the 
inimitable Chavez, who after 
14 years in power designated 
the vice president as his politi¬ 
cal heir last weekend in case 
cancer forces him out of 
power. 

The government revealed 
Thursday that Chavez, 58, bled 
during the fourth round of sur¬ 
gery in more than a year on 
Tuesday, but that he was show¬ 
ing signs of recovery. 

Known outside Venezuela 
as the country’s foreign minis¬ 
ter since 2006 — a post he still 


holds — Maduro has delivered 
some of the president’s health 
news, somberly warning his 
nation Tuesday that it must be 
’’prepared to face a tough and 
difficult situation.” 

But Maduro also showed his 
loyal ’’Chavista” side, using 
the pulpit of the Miraflores 
presidential palace to rail 
against ’’ferocious attacks” 
from a ’’small but venomous” 
minority in the opposition. 

With regional elections 
coming up Sunday, Maduro 
urged the polarized nation to 
back pro-government candi¬ 
dates, saying that voting for 
them would be like ”a hug, a 
kiss, a vote of love” for 
Chavez. 

Maduro could face his own 
electoral test soon if Chavez’s 
health deteriorates. Under the 
constitution, Venezuela must 
hold elections within 30 days 
if the president becomes inca¬ 
pacitated or dies. 

Chavez — re-elected in Oc¬ 
tober and scheduled to be 
sworn in to another six-year 
term on January 10 — pleaded 


with his countrymen before 
heading to Cuba to vote for 
Maduro if he is unable to re¬ 
turn to the presidency. 

On Saturday Chavez de¬ 
scribed Maduro as an experi¬ 
enced ’’true revolutionary” that 
would lead Venezuela with ”a 
firm hand, with his foresight, 
with the heart of a man of the 
people, (and) with his people 
skills.” 

Maduro was named vice 
president one week after 
Chavez was re-elected, and 
was barely two months into his 
post when Chavez had to fly 
urgently to Cuba for surgery. 

’’Look where Nicolas, the 
bus driver, is headed. He was a 
bus driver and they had 
mocked him,” Chavez said 
when he named Maduro as his 
new deputy, replacing Elias 
Jaua. 

Maduro was elected to the 
legislature in 1999 as a mem¬ 
ber of the Fifth Republic 
Movement (MVR), a party 
founded by Chavez, and rose 
to become National Assembly 
president in 2005 and 2006. 

Their paths first crossed 
when Maduro joined the Boli¬ 
varian Revolutionary Move¬ 
ment 200 (MBR-200), a 

grouping that Chavez led when 
he spearheaded a failed coup 
against then president Carlos 
Andres Perez in 1992. 

Chavez and Maduro often 
appeared together at public 
events, during which the pres¬ 
ident sometimes mocked his 
chief diplomat over his vora¬ 
cious appetite for ’’submarine” 
sandwiches. 

Though analysts say he is 
not as vocal as Chavez, 
Maduro showed a fiery side 
after he was briefly detained 
by security at New York’s 
Kennedy airport in 2006, rail¬ 
ing against the ’’Nazi” and 
’’racist” government of then 
president George W. Bush. 

In another contrast with 
Chavez, a devout Catholic, 
Maduro is an adherent of Hin¬ 
duism, a religious belief he 
shares with his wife, 
Venezuela’s Attorney General 
Cilia Flores. 

Maduro is considered to be 
in the moderate wing of 
Chavez’s inner circle, which 
includes more radical mem¬ 
bers like National Assembly 
president Diosdado Cabello, a 
former army officer who par¬ 
ticipated in the 1992 coup at¬ 
tempt. 

Though Chavez has 
amassed a huge following over 
the years through popular, oil- 
funded health and subsidized 
food programs, Maduro is rec¬ 
ognized by the president’s loy¬ 
alists as the man from humble 
beginnings. 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - US 
police have foiled a plot to kill 
teen pop idol Justin Bieber and 
possibly castrate him with 
pruning shears, with the alleged 
killer promised $2,500 per tes¬ 
ticle, legal documents revealed 
Thursday. 

Mark Staake, 41, and his 
nephew. Tanner Ruane, were 
arrested in Vermont and New 
York last month and face 
charges in New Mexico of con¬ 
spiracy to commit murder and 
conspiracy to commit aggra¬ 
vated battery with a deadly 
weapon. 

The pair were allegedly plot¬ 
ting to strangle two victims and 
castrate them with pruning 
shears, but a convicted killer 
who is serving life in prison 
told police that the ’’ultimate” 


target was Bieber, who was 
performing in New York. 

Dana Martin,( who had a tat¬ 
too of Bieber on his leg and had 
tried to contact the singer re¬ 
peatedly without success) who 
was jailed for life for a 2000 
murder in Vermont and who 
had met Staake in jail in New 
Mexico, allegedly recruited 
Staake to carry out the mur¬ 
ders. Staake then asked his 
nephew to help. 

Staake and Ruane are cur¬ 
rently awaiting extradition to 
New Mexico, officials said. 

The 18-year-old Canadian 
star’s managers said they took 
Bieber’s safety seriously. ”We 
take every precaution to protect 
and ensure the safety of Justin 
and his fans,” a management 
official told AFP in an email.

But claims emerged on 
Thursday that he may still in 
fact be well short of Zambia 
legend Chitalu, who netted 
107 times — 49 in league 
matches for Kabwe Warriors 
and 58 in cup and internation¬ 


als — between January 23 and 
December 10, 1972. 

A black and white photo¬ 
graph of a smiling Chitalu, 
dressed in a suit and holding a 
ball inscribed with "1972 God¬ 
frey Chitalu 107 goals" has 
been widely circulated on the 
Internet. 

Yet there have also been 
claims that his name was 
raised by jealous supporters of 
Barca rivals Real Madrid to 
prevent the record going to a 
Barcelona player. 

Zambian commentator Mu- 
sonda Chibulu and fellow re¬ 
searcher Jerry Muchimba, who 
compiled their data from daily 
newspapers and the southern 
African country's national 
archives, had said they would 
try to get Chitalu's tally ratified 
by FIFA. 

Chitalu died with the whole 
national football team when 
their airplane crashed off the 
coast of Gabon in 1993 on the 
way to a World Cup qualifier 
in Senegal.

NEW YORK (AFP) - 
Carmelo Anthony scored 30 
points before leaving with a 
sprained left ankle to help the 
New York Knicks to a 116- 
107 NBA victory over the 
Los Angeles Lakers on 
Thursday. 

Anthony scored 22 points 
in the first quarter as the 
Knicks seized a 41-27 lead, 
which they stretched to 68-49 
by half time on the way to re¬ 
maining unbeaten after nine 
home games, improving to 
17-5. 

Kobe Bryant scored 31 
points, grabbed 10 rebounds 
and passed out six assists for 
the Lakers, who suffered 
their fourth loss in a row and 
fell to 9-14. 

Anthony suffered a hard 
fall about halfway into the 
third quarter and was es¬ 


corted to the locker room. He 
did not return to the game but 
the Knicks were more than 
enough to hold off the Lakers 
to the finish. 

Raymond Felton scored 
19 points and added a game- 
high eight assists for the 
Knicks while Tyson Chandler 
and J.R. Smith each netted 18 
points as New York won for 
the third time in a row and 
eighth time in the past nine 
games. 

Dwight Howard added 20 
points and seven rebounds 
for the Lakers while Metta 
World Peace contributed 23 
points and six rebounds.

Boxing: Wiser Khan knows he 
needs big win over Molina 



LOS ANGELES (AFP) - 
Britain's Amir Khan, trying to 
fight his way back into the 
world title picture after back- 
to-back losses, faces a must- 
win matchup on today against 
unbeaten American Carlos 
Molina. 

Khan was stopped in the 
fourth round last July by 
America's Danny Garcia in a 
showdown for two world ti¬ 
tles after a controversial loss 
to US fighter Lament Peter¬ 
son last December in Wash¬ 
ington, Peterson's hometown. 

Now Khan, 26-3 with 18 
knockouts but winless since 
stopping Zab Judah in July of 
last year, will fight another 
US hometown hero in 
Molina, 17-0 with one draw 
and seven knockouts. 

"It's always tough but 
maybe that's the reason we've 


been working even harder, be¬ 
cause we know we have to 
win even more convincingly 
when you come to someone's 
backyard and that's what 
we're going to do," Khan said. 

Khan says he is a smarter 
fighter who is less prone to 
make mistakes now that he is 
working with new trainer Vir¬ 
gil Hunter rather than his for¬ 
mer trainer, Manny Pacquiao 
cornerman Freddie Roach. 

Khan, 26, vowed he will 
show his fans some new 
moves. 

"You will see a new Amir 
Khan come into this fight," he 
said. "The training I've been 
doing with Virgil Hunter has 
been great — work on new 
techniques and new skills and 
everything and be a totally 
different fighter." 

Molina, 27, figures the new 


Khan will be no more of a 
pushover than the old one he 
has studied in films. 

"We're going to come out of 
nowhere and shock the 
world," Molina vowed. "Beat¬ 
ing Khan is going to catapult 
me to that level where every¬ 
body is going to know who I 
am." 

Molina, moving up from 
the lightweight ranks, vowed 
to take punishment to deliver 
his own punches to Khan. 

"No way is he going to put 
me down and I know he needs 
this win bad so we're going to 
go to war," Molina said. 

The undercard includes a 
showdown of Mexican un- 
beatens between Leo Santa 
Cruz, the International Box¬ 
ing Federation bantamweight 
champion, and challenger Al¬ 
berto Guevara. 
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
